pur ancestors. Captain Lemuel Gulliver, that
enly suthentio traveller, told his fonr-footed
master in the Intid of the Houghnhms, more
than a century ago, that one of the justifiable
onuses of war between two Princes is “to
decide which of them shall dispossess a third
of his dominions, where ngither of them pre-
tend any right,"* This is precisely the onse at
present betweenn France and Prussia., Lux-
embourg, about which they seemed like to go
to loggerheads the other day, belongs to
neither of them. If It do not belong to the
juhabitants—a theory which would be scouted
by politivians ol every stripe—it belongs to
the King of Holland. Bat the Kiog of Hol-
1and would be but a mouthiul to either of his
Brobdiguagian ueighbors; and therefore his
rights are nothing to y the purpose. For here
comes in another maxim of the sage Gulliver,

that & war may be entered npoen because onr
neighbor bas the thing we want, and because
he i too weak to help himself, And again, it
j& justifiable to enter into war against our
nearest ally, when one of his towns lies con-
wenient to us, or a territory of land that wounld |
render our dominions sound and complete.
FWhich is the very case in hand.

Bonaparte, having seated himself upon the
throne of France by pf-rjur‘y and treason, and
having lost much of the Napoleonic prestige
whivh was the only divinity that hedged his
title, he must do something to regainit. The
King of I'russis, having just absorbed the
biggest part of UGermany, and claiming to
be the chief power in Korope, must
maintain the begemony of the conti-
nent as against France, who is sorely disin-
clined to yield that preéminence. So they
were going to'war to'get possession of a terri-
fory which confedsedly’ belongs to neither of
them, to decide which of them should have the
Jnrlvilnge of intermeddling with the affairs of
other kingdoms, with which, also, they have

General Bheridan is held justified on the
ground that their positions would U nas-
tionably be nsed adversely to the law.

The orders of Gen, Siokles, altering the ofvil
and orfmindl codes of Noth and Bountli Caro-
ling, werd of o more doubtful oharscter, To
the axtent that local statutes oonflioted with
1].9 provigions of the Civil Rights aot, the
General's intorforence may have been neces.
sary. But there is nothing that woe know of
in that act, or in the Heconstruction aot,
which, in letter or spirit, warrants a com-
manding oficer to say what offenses aliall be
felonieg, or how offenses shall be punizshed; or
' which, by any provess of reasoning, can be
made to justify interforence with the olaims
I of areditors, or the disposition to be made of
property subject to Hens,  And yet the orders,
aslthough extraordinary and on thelr face
unlawfol, called forth no protest from the
communities concerned, and only exceptional
vondemuntion from the press of the sonntey,
In the Carolinng and throughout the Southern
Btates there has bLeen an evident desire to
judge the orders oharitably—to attribute thaiy
promulgation to peculiar local circamstances
best understood by the commanders of the
districts, and in some lin-grw« also to a humane
desire to mitigate the penalties of poverty, so
far as these way be aflscted by the operation
of law.

In Virginia, military aothority has mani-
festod itself in forms that are wholly inex-
cusable,  The order of General Wilcox for-
bidding a fellow who has neither charaoter
uor talent to deliver a lecture on “Southern
Chivalry," was the resull of consummate
official folly. General Bohofleld’s “warning'
to the Richmond 7mes was equally arbitrary
and unwise. Neither is susceptible of pallia-
tion nor defense. It would be as sagacious to
command donkeys not to bray as to prohibit
Pollard from indulging in rant and nonsense
ut street corners or in any room that he miy
hire for the occasion, (Vlm.l Pollard might
gay could harm nobody; wlen he does any-
thing contrary to law, the law will be quite
sufficient for its own vindication. Until the
olvil law fails, Genersl Wilcox has no right to
meddle, So again with regard to Genera)
Schofield and the Richmond newspaper. The
establishment of & censorship is simply usar-
pation, and a usurpation which challenges the
judgment of every man who values fresdom
of speech and the press. For our Richunond
namesake, though hostile to the Revonstruc-
tion law, has not transcended its right, and
the right of every man, to comment upon
both the law and its adminigtration,

The Southern press, indecd, is entitled to a
great deal of credit for the moderation of its

Euoncoroachments of Military Power in the
South,

The authority of Brigadier-Gensrals is fast
making itself a reality at the Soath. The
yeasonable interpratation of the inteut of the
Reconstruction act s, that military power
ghall be absolute in all that pertains to the
PUrposes comprehended within the law, but
wo farther. It is, in fact, merely the agency
created for working the machinery of the law,
with & view to the reorganization of civil au-
thority, and for meeting possible emergencies
mrisiog ont of the present provisional arrange-
anents. The duty of the military commander,
@ms we understand it, is to rectify wrongs snd
gorrors of omisslon or commission perpetrated

by existing local anthority, Apart from these

The greater mumber
of journals published in that section are pur-
suing a course which cannot be too highly
praised. They may not applaud the law on
its merits, but they counsel complinnce with
its requirements, and are earnest in their de-
gire 10 get back to the full fellowship of the
Union, Of few can this be said more justly |
than of the Timesand Picayune, of New Or-
leans, which, according to a statement in
virculation, have been ‘‘unoffivially warned
touching their articles on the Reconstruction
act. The statement is scarcely credible, so

temperate, and withal so sensible, have been |
the observations and recommendations of both |

the jonrnals named since the passage of the |
law. The proceeding of General Schofield at |
Richmond, however, renders possible the ex-
ercise of the censor's authority at New Or-
leans, though from this wrong we trust
General Sheridan’'s good sense will pre-
gerve him,

Still another encroachment is reported from
Texas. An order issued by General Griffin
excludes from the juries of the State all citi-
zens who may have directly or indireotly alded
the Rebellion. Henceforward, General Grifiin
decrees, the test oath shall be applied to
jurors, and only they who can take it shall be
permitted to serve. The legal authority for
this order has not been cited, and none can be
found. The Reconstruction act containg no
provision upon the subject. It declares who
ghall be disfranchised and who shall be ex-
cluded from office, but in respect of jurors it
is silent. General Griflin's order, then, is
arbitrary and unjustifiable, It is anomalous,
moreover, since, while ex-Rebels or their
sympathizers may not act as jurors, ex-Rebel
Judges are permitted “provisionally’’ to
continue their functions as administrators of
the law.

These incidents demonstrate the tendency
of military power to trespass beyond the
boundaries of reconstruction at the cost of the
liberty of the citizen, It is to be hoped that
the forthcoming opinion of the Attorney-
Gieneral will define the powers and duties of
| the commanding Generals with a fullness and

precision that will obviate dificulty, and pre-
vent needless interference with the law, the
| press, or the people of the South.

| The Mensons for Protection,

| There was a preliminary gathering yester-

The importers have sub-
stantial control of the newspaper press of this
city, the Tribune and one or two other journals
exoepted, We do not, in saying this, charge
any party with corruption. It happens that
the jmporters are free traders, and that they,
with the jobbers of their goods, are very large
and constant advertisers, as most American
producers of metals, wares, and fabrics are
not, The importers advertise mainly in jour-
nals which talk as those importers would have
them on the tariffl question; and the great
majority of our journals tallk so as to plesse
their most liberal advertisers, All this is
ruther natural than otherwise, and we are not
blaming either party. We state facts which
explain other faots, and demand publio atten-
tion,

That miners and manufacturers who sesk
protection are monopolists, extortioners, rob-
bera, is the general drift of onr ocity contem-
poraries’ political economy, Thatthe easayists
who condemn protection are unguestionably
right, while those who uphold it are knaves
or fools, is a style of argument which onr
neighboring journals find at once easy and
profitable.

To buy our iron, wares, fabries, precisaly
whera we can buy them cheapest, and becanse
we can thare buy them cheapast, is our plan.
Wae tl]nhultrthv Protective system, bacause we
are sure that thereby can our people’s wants
be gnpplied more cheaply (for them) thau in
any other way. Wa hold, and have often
demonstrated, that the ton of iron which costs
£100 if wade hers, and 876 if imported, actually
costs our consumers considerably less (not in
dollarg, but in days’ works) il made here. In
other words—the cost of the American ton is
made up of ore, coal, wood, charcoul, fewd,
taxes, sohooling, eto., which would nol have
brought 875, nor even #05, had our iron heen
made in Europe. We of the 7ridune, for
example, are this year paying at least 840,000
for presses, ete., mainly made of iron; and we
ofin better atford to pay §40,000 if our supply
of iron were wholly mwude and fashioned in
this country than 30,000 with our farnaces,
foundries, and workshops in Earope. 'We can
make this truth plain to any one who is not
steeled against conviction.

Just this, sir; that, as
right, it leads directly to anarchy,
ments subsist on taxes; and, il it be conceded
abzolutely that a man may do as he likes with
hig own, then collecting taxes must be stopped,
and tressuries filled by voluntary gift or not
at all. If the sweeping free trade assumption
on this point be sound, then the construction
of the Erie Canal was a gigantic crime; for that
was done by means of taxing away the money
and pledging the cridit of tens of thousands
who sternly opposed the whole project, and
protested that they onght not to be taxed for
it realization,

Wao talk of losses and calamities by flood,
fire, drouth, or pestilence; we consider, and
with reasom, our taxes very heavy; but all
other taxes combined do not bear so heavily
upon us as that imposed by involuntary idle-
ness.  Not legs than one million people in this
country are to-day out of mnplnymont. there-
fore useless and miserable, Not one dime less
than 300,000,000, and we think $500, 000, 000,
are annually lost to the country on this ac-
count, Now we do not ingist that unequivo-
cal protection would secure every one constunt
work; but we do hold that more have work,
and all work more Fﬂivieemhv. where employ-
ments are multiplied and diversified by pro-
tection than slsewhere. A purely agricultural
community, still more a lumbering one, has
many more idlers or drones, and produces far
less wealth per hand, than Lancashire or
Massachusgetts. Diversity of pursuit is one
main element of efficiency in production; and
such diversgity is promoted by proteagion.

The EBtruggle for Territory In South
Americn,
From the Herald.

For more than two years the war for terri-
torial aggrandizement on the La Plata river
has been waging, and as yet all parties
appesr to be further removed from the objects
for which they entered the contest than they
were at the bepinning. On the part of Brazil
the war is but the result of & long announced
and steadily pursued policy of the imperial
fomily. The Parana and Paraguay rivers
must be the boundary of the ewmpire. At
first glance the map would appear to show
that Brazil should be contented with her terri-

torinl aren; but when it is considered that the
valley of the Amazon is naught Lot a vast
jungle; that of the 3,340,000 square miles
(Humboldt's measurement), there is soarcely
ong-fifth available for settlement by men;
that the only really valuable part lies south of
the fifteenth degree of south latitude; and
that Brazil has pever ceased her efforts to
extend ler territory to the south and west, we
shull see that this grasping for & more remote
boundary live is natural. ~ So steadily has this
policy been carried out in Urnguay, that to-
dn{ithu port of Montevideo may be vonsiderad
a Braullian city. Even before the date of
Bpanish American independence, this effort to
overrun  Uruguay, l'nruguuy, and the strip of
Argentine territory lying betwoeen them
ealled Missiones, was the oause of long and
bloody warfare. From the founding of Monts-
video, in 1726, the Portuguese commenced
their struggle for the extension of Bragil.
Urnguay has always been the principal battle-
ground; for whoever holds the northern bank

The coantry
having bean at peass for more Lhan hall a
century, aund during that #Hme rapidly de-
voloping its wonderful natarsl resburoes,
began 1o foel the wants that every nation
feels ns it unrolls its resourees—a commeraial
outlet on the ocean and territorial extonsion.
Poth could be obtaived o one direction, and
Paraguay looked gonthoward to the richest and
most beautiful of the Argenting States, Cor-
rientes aud Entre Rios—the latter with a line
contact with the great estuary of the La
Plata, and both pru\'inn.-us bounded h.V rivars
pavigable for a large oliss of dea-going vessels,
Already powerful in an impregnabla position,
hangivg like a shadow over the great Brazilinn
provinee of Matto Groso, preventing the set-
tlewent of spntheastern Bolivia, and the Gran
Chaco, ghe threatened to shove, wedge-like,
Twtween the two great adversarivs, Brasil and
the Argenting republic, and control the whole
vast intérfor of & valley which, for dataral
productions, fertility of soil, and wealth, both
mineral and vegetable, has no equal in con-
neoted arenon the surface of the globe.

But the objects of the Argentine republic
in this strange territorial contest were not dis-
similar from its neighbors. Under the Viee-
roys P'araguay was a dependency of Buenos
Ayres; but in 1811, when the Viceroyalty was
overthrown and a Provisional Government
estublighed, Paraguay refused to recognize what
it oalled a central nsurped authority, and im-
medintely declared its independence of Spain.
The effort of the Buenos Ayreans to restore her
to the Viceroyalty was unstocessful; but the
Argentine republic has always clung to the
hope that ber old provinee wounld sowe timae
return to her either peaceably or by foree of
arme; and this notwithstanding the recognition
of Paraguayan independence in the treat
made between the two countries in 1852,
The great prize, it will thus be seen, for
which the combatants are striving, {5 the con.
trol of the La Plata Valley, The prize is mag-
niflcent: but the allies, in an allinnee unnatu-
ral and equally unfortunate, are paying very
heavily for the attempt to remove one of the
three contending parties and narrow the con-
test down to two. Paraguay was the first to
invade one of the provinees which she coveted,
but, attacked by her powerful opponents, she
hins, like an armadillo, rolled herself in her
shell and laughed at all their attempts to
penetrate even her outworks, It is probable
that the close of the war will find Paraguay
relatively stronger than she was at the begin-
ning; while the allies, exhausted of men and
money, will require a long time to recuperate
and reopen the great contest,
